Today, the city of Pittsburgh houses control- 
ling interests of over $29 billion in assets. This 
makes Pittsburgh the fourth leading corporate 
headquarters in the country, with 23 of the 
world's 500 largest corporations. 

Today, the University of Pittsburgh, which 
has championed the city academically since 
1787, continues to feed thousands of technical 
and professional degrees into the blood stream 
of one of the top production centers in the 
world. 

Every employer continues to call on Pitt 
graduates for professional services — medicine, 
dentistry, nursing, legal counseling and busi- 
ness, to name a few. The Pitt diploma continues 
to be recognized, respected...and called 
upon. 

Today, Pittsburgh is the 10th largest media 
outlet center in the United States, a fact which 
serves both the city and the University well. 

And, amazingly, the University of Pittsburgh 
is the second largest employer in the city with 
over 6,000 full-time staff members, including 
2,100 full-time faculty members, 550 part-time 
faculty members and more than 1,500 part- 
time technical and professional personnel. 

There was a day when both were small and 
growing. But they have always grown together, 
hand in hand, dependent upon each other. 

The University of Pittsburgh was first 
chartered in 1787 as Pittsburgh Academy. Less 
than 50 students comprised the student body 
then. In 1789, the city of Pittsburgh’s official 
population was listed at less than 500. 

The city continued to grow and in 1819 
Pittsburgh Academy became Western University 
of Pennsylvania, a one-building structure on 
Third Avenue and Cherry Street, Downtown. 

In July 1907, the first cornerstone of the 
first University building was laid in Oakland 
and Western University of Pennsylvania became 
the University of Pittsburgh. During the same 
period Pittsburgh continued to grow. The rivers 
were developing and Pittsburgh was becoming a 
big city. 

In March of 1921, Chancellor John G. 
Bowman told Richard B. Mellon, "The 
Cathedral of Learning is not a commohplace 
idea. But, what is the future of Pittsburgh if it 
is to grow with commonplace ideas and 
commonplace loyalties?"" 

Mellon bought the argument, financed the 
building, and the relationship between the City 
and the University began blooming to today's 
heights. 

In 1926, Chancellor Bowman announced the 
building plan that today is the Cathedral of 
Learning. “We want a building that is symbolic 
of Education's higher aspirations — one that has 
eternal reach for both education and the entire 
community,” Bowman proclaimed. 

During this time, the University was estab-

lishing what is now a long and illustrious sports 
tradition. Pitt ranks fifth in all-time National 
Championships won — according to Sports 
Illustrated — with nine. And, to Pittsburgh, 
which has always been a sports frontrunner, 
the University has added its fair contribution. 
Last year, for example, the University con- 
tributed a 7th ranking in a major football poll 
and had nine athletes achieve All-America 
honors. Two years ago, Pitt brought the 
national collegiate championship to the city. 

Recently, too, the University reached an 
academic milestone, being elected a member of 
the Association of American.Universities — an 
elite group of just over 50 universities with the 
major criterion being an exceptional academic 
standing. 

Undergraduates can take an active interest in 
varied fields of study. Pitt even has a self- 
designed major for specialization areas. Post- 
graduates and practicing professionals find a 
wealth of avenues to pursue higher education. 
The Health Professions schools — medical, 
dental, and pharmacy — are world-renowned. 
The law department ranks among the nation's 
best. 

Within a 15-minute radius of the University 
there are six museums and art galleries, ten 
hospitals, and over a dozen other colleges and 
universities — plus one of the better symphony 
orchestras in the land. АП of this adds a cultural 
touch to both the city and the University of 
Pittsburgh. 

In addition, the countryside serves as an 
outdoor recreational heaven for all seasons — 
set in the rolling hills, valleys, rivers and 
streams, which are characteristic of Western 
Pennsylvania — to form a compact, yet classy, 
big-time city. 

That's quite a relationship the City of Pitts- 
burgh and the University of Pittsburgh have 
nurtured through the years.

Dr. Wesley W. Posvar 
Chancellor 


When Dr. Wesley W. Posvar was named Chancellor at the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh on June 1 of 1967, the University already boasted 
a treasured academic and athletic tradition. 

In his 11 years as Chancellor, Dr. Posvar has perpetuated that 
history and, more importantly, enhanced it both academically and 
athletically. 

Under his leadership Pitt has reached recent milestones both аз 
an institution of higher learning and as an athletic power. Truly, Pitt 
stands tall, in both; in the same symbolic manner in which the 
Cathedral of Learning stands tall against. the graceful Oakland 
skyline. 

The University was elected in 1974 to the Association of American Universities (AAU), a select 
organization of the nation’s most respected graduate and research universities. In 1976, the Pitt 
football team won the National Championship and was ranked 7th in 1977. That's the peaceful 
co-existence Dr. Posvar had in mind all along. That's the plan he implemented. 

A former college athlete who believes in intercollegiate athletics within the framework of the 
academic structure, Dr. Posvar has earned a reputation as “Pitt's #1 Sports Fan.” With. his firm 
administrative backing, athletics at the University have returned to the once fabled heights, but never 
at the cost of academic compromise. 

Dr. Posvar is a very visible administrative figure on campus. Не 
friend of the student. 

Born in Topeka, Kansas in 1925, Posvar gained his scholastic training in Cleveland, before moving 
to West Point. He was a 1946 engineering graduate at West Point with one of the highest grades in the 
Academy's history, and was commissioned a second Lieutenant in the U. S. Air Force 

As a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford, he earned M.A.s in philosophy, politics, and economics. At 
Harvard he earned a Master of Public Administration and a Ph.D. in political science. He was named 
one of 10 Most Outstanding Young Men by the U. S. Chamber of Commerce. 

In the mid-fifties he served on a strategic planning staff at the Pentagon, and became a permanent 
tenured professor at the Air Force Academy before coming to Pitt. 

While the University has met every challenge to sustain its growth, a growth which has seen the 
enrollment double, Posvar has accumulated several athletic awards as a "visible figure” in Pitt's athletic 
scheme, He has been named “Sportsman of the Year" by the Allegheny County Civic Sportsmen 
Association and he was cited by the Pittsburgh Chapter of the National Football Foundation and Hall 
of Fame, receiving the Chapter's Contribution to Amateur Athletics Award. 

Married, his wife's professional name is Mildred Miller Posvar. Mildred, a mezzo-soprano who 
performs professionally, is internationally acclaimed as a recording artist, best known for her work as a 
recitalist. 

The Posvars' have three children: Wesley, Jr., Marina and Lisa. 


Casimir J. Myslinski 
Director of Athletics 


Since being named Director of Athletics by Dr. Posvar in 1968, 
Casimir J. Myslinski has thoroughly and at times spectacularly, 
restructured the University of Pittsburgh’s Athletic Department. 

Forceful, yet quiet, Myslinski has sparkled as the administrative 
man behind the scene, setting the policy and choosing the priorities 
that have led to the dramatic athletic turnaround. He promised to 
bring the Pitt athletic teams back to "the heights they deserve” 
when he was hired and the winning figures say he has fulfilled that 
pledge. In the process, he has earned the title as the “architect of 
Pitt's athletic renaissance 

In his first year as director, Pitt teams recorded their best 
winning percentage in 11 years. Since, Panther squads have recorded 
nine consecutive winning years. With Myslinski at the helm, the athletic teams have been winning ata 
+615 percentage, wincluding an overall 174-104-4 mark (.623) this past year. 

The winning has been highlighted by four football bowl trips, a national football championship, 
two basketball tournament teams, and 28 All-Americas. 

Myslinski has also been a leader plementing a dynamic women's program at the University 
which continues to be one of the fastest growing and most successful in the nation. In four years, the 
women have won over 70 per cent of the competition 

One of his first achievements as A.D. was uniting several contributing bodies to the athletic 
program into one, founding the now thriving Pitt Golden Panthers' Booster Club. The Club raised 
over $400,000.00, establishing a new school fund raising record this past year. 

Myslinski has worked closely with students in resolving ticket allocation problems and in giving 
them a voice in the athletic program. 

Myslinski wants Pitt to be a winner in every way. That's the way he started at Army. He attended 
West Point in September 1941 in the last pre-World War 11 Class. Under the stepped-up wartime 
program he graduated in three years with a B.S. in engineering and pilot wings. Later he earned a 
Master's in Education from Teachers College, Columbia University. 

Myslinski captained the 1943 Army team and earned the Most Valuable Player award that year. He 
was named to every first-team All-American squad at center and received the Knute Rockne Award as 
the nation's Outstanding Lineman of 1943. 

Following graduation from West Point in 1944, he entered the Air Force. In 1952, he returned to 
West Point as Deputy Head of the Department of Physical Education and moved from there in 1957 
to head the Department of Physical Education at the United States Air Force Academy in Colorado 
until Dr. Posvar summoned him to Pitt. 

Married, his wife's name is Sandy. They have four children: Michael, Dorothy, Linda and Patricia. 
The Myslinskis are also endeared to two family dogs, Ginger and Echo. 


earned the reputation of being a 
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Only 34 years of age, Jackie Sherrill 
has not led a dull life. Particularly the 
half of those years that have been 
devoted to football. 

His football career has been stunning. 

Briefly, consider it. 

First, Sherrill was an All-State per- 
former and honorable mention All- 
America at Biloxi High School in Missis- 
sippi. His picture hangs in the school's 
Hall of Fame. Then after enrolling at 
Alabama, he played seven positions for 
the famed “Bear” Bryant, was а three- 
year starter and a member of a team 
which won National Championships in 
1964 and 1965. Two of his teammates 
there were Joe Namath and Ken Stabler. 

With the Gator Bowl last year, Sherrill 
has been involved in ten Bowls as a player 
and coach. 

Amazing you say? You haven't heard 
the best, yet. 

Sherrill has risen to prominence as a 
head coach after having served under 
three legendary head coaches as an 
assistant — Bryant, Frank Broyles and 
Johnny Majors. Those are not just 
coaching names, but three of the big ones 
in the college coaching profession. 

And, of course, there was last year.

Sherrill was asked to fill the shoes of a 
legend at Pitt. The Panthers had won the 
National Championship, graduated the 
Heisman Trophy winner and lost Majors, 
who decided to return to his alma mater 
to coach. 

Majors did the impossible at Pitt, 
taking the program, with Sherrill's help, 
and in four years turning it from 1-10 
mark to a 12-0 and the championship. 
The program was just beginning to flower 
and it begged for a strong figure to take it 
under his wing and sustain it. 

And if that weren't pressure enough, 
the opener was against pre-season 
national champion favorite, Notre Dame, 
on natianal television. 

Sherrill, not one to shy away from 
things, met the challenge, face-to-face, 
fought it, lost his star player for four 
games, and won on all counts. 

Personally, however, the whole ordeal 
was a lot tougher. Sherrill knew his team 
would be compared to the '76 Champion- 
ship squad and he knew that his decisions 
would come under skeptical eyes. 

In retrospect, the '77 team didn't win 
the National Championship, but it did 
finish 7th on the UPI poll and 8th on the 
AP poll. Despite all the pressure, the

program had been sustained and there is 
no question now that Sherrill is the leader 
of that program. 

Beaming with pride, Sherrill was asked 
what it was really like. 

"Well," he said after Spring practice, 
“if anyone wants to know what it's like 
to follow a legend, send them to me. | 
can tell them. I’ve been through it.” 

As you can see, Sherrill isn’t the type 
to shy away from tough questions either. 

"|t wasn't an easy year for me," ће 
continued, “There was a lot of pressure, 
what with Majors leaving and following a

national championship. The Gator Bowl 
win took a lot of the pressure off. 

"We had great performances from our 
seniors last year, but we did travel 24 
freshmen to the Gator Bowl and started 
five of them. Though we didn't achieve 
the ultimate, the whole thing was pleasing 
to me.” 

The 1978 football season will offer a 
new challenge. What it will bring remains 
to be seen. But if Sherrill's resume and 
the 1977 season can be used as a 
measuring stick, it won't be dull.

1978 Outlook 


A Good, Young Football Team in the Offing 


College football onlookers, waiting for a 
status report from Pitt head football coach 
Jackie Sherrill on the prospects of the 1978 
season, might expect Sherrill to sing the blues. 

After all, he lost Randy Holloway (a first 
round pro draft pick), Matt Cavanaugh (a 
second round pick), and Bob Jury (third round 
pick) by graduation. And, in all, Sherrill lost 
eight seniors by the draft (Elliot Walker, Randy 
Reutershan, Willie Taylor, J. C. Wilson and 
Tom Brzoza). That figure tied Notre Dame for 
most by any college. Among his losses, too, 
were four first team All-Americas — the most 
by one team in the country. That's a lot of 
talent to lose. 

Sherrill, however, is certainly not singing the 
blues. And, as TV detective Tony Barretta 
would put it, "That's the name of that tune.” 

Rather, Sherrill seems to speak of his return- 
ing forces in “glowing” terms. 

Consider his statements: 

“Gordon Jones is without a doubt the best 
split end in the country. He can catch, pass and 
block, He is as exciting as any player in 
America,” 

“Frankly, ! can't think of any other team in 
the top 10 last year that lettered 17 freshmen 
and traveled 23 of them to a bowl дате.” 

“The tools are there. We will be better 
week-after-week. We will have another excellent 
football team by the end of the season.” 


But don’t get the impression Sherrill won't 
have any problems, either. 

“We will have another young football 
team," he said. "Ме have some question marks. 
But the players performed as winners last year 
and they have a great attitude. 

"To be honest, our defense will have to 
carry us in the early going, until we polish our 
passing дате." 

Sherrill has reason to expect support from 
the defensive unit. Defensive Coordinator 
Jimmy Johnson devised an intricate multiple 
defense last year that was very effective. That 


defense has 133 different defensive calls, 93 of 
them on firstand-ten. 

That defense didn't allow a touchdown in 
the first quarter and didn't allow six of the 
opponents to cross the goal i 
Clemson, Penn State, West Virginia, Florida, 
Temple, and Tulane. Penn State scored a touch- 
down on a punt return and Florida recovered 
two fumbles in the endzone for touchdowns. 

To further emphasize the fine job the 
defense did, consider these stats: 


• from inside their own 30-yard line, Pitt 
opponents scored 4 TDs and 3 field goals on 
106 possessions, for a 7% efficiency. (Pitt 
offense 23%) 

* between the 30 and 50-yard lines, Pitt 
opponents scored 5 TDs and 3 field goals on 35 
possessions, for а 26% efficiency. (Pitt offense 
25%) 

* from the 50 to the. Pitt 30-yard line, 
opponents scored 2 TDs and one field goal, for 
а mere 18% efficiency. (Pitt offense 60%) 

• from the Pitt 30-yard line in, opponents 
scored 2 TDs and 2 field goals, for only a 50% 
efficiency. (Pitt offense 88%) 

Offensively, Sherrill sounded a little more 
apprehensive. “We need to find a flanker,” he 
remarked. “We need to rebuild our offensive 
line, the running backs slots are wide open and 
there are three quarterbacks in the running for 
the starting job." 

Did Spring practice please Sherrill? 

"We worked very hard in the Spring," he 
said. “I think some of the young players who 
haven't had the chance to play showed us they 
are ready to make a move and, at least, provide 
us with valuable depth. 

"| also think some of the people we 
recruited will be able to help us right away.” 

For the record, the Panthers lost 22 letter- 
men from the last year's team, 12 starters 
included. A lot of ingredients return among the 
44 lettermen and 10 starters. Also, all of the 
kickers return.

“We have some quality people to replace," 
Sherrill correctly stated. “Matt Cavanaugh will 
be the toughest to replace, but we've still got 
some big guns around.” 


Breakdown by Positions 
Receivers 


Gordon “Тоо Much” Jones (Sr., 6-1, 185) is 
the key man here. He is a definite game breaker 
and looms large as an All-America candidate. 
TE Steve Gaustad (Sr., 6-4, 220) proved his 
capabilities last year as a receiver and is a fine 
blocker. Benjie Pryor (So. 6-5, 235) performed 
admirably when called upon last year as both 
Gaustad’s back-up and in the two tight end 
situations. Gaustad and Pryor give the Panthers 
the ideal situation here. Ralph Still (Jr., 6-1, 
178), Willie Collier (Jr., 5-11, 175), Mike Christ 
(So., 6-2, 198) and Tony Campbell (So., 6-2, 
190) will vie with a slew of incoming recruits 
for the vacated flanker position. 


Offensive Line 


Coach Don Boyce was regarded as some- 
what of a miracle worker last year, considering 
the job he did in molding an efficient line. The 
same is expected of him again this year, of 
course. Boyce will return All-America candidate 
Matt Carroll (Sr., 6-3, 255) who played guard 
two years ago and tackle last year. Carroll is 
expected to be а guard again this year. He is the 
central figure on the offensive line. Mark May 
(So., 6-5, 270), one of the sparkling freshmen 
of a year ago, will line up at RT next to Carroll 
to give the Panthers a formidable right side 
Walt Brown (Sr., 6-4, 250), an understudy at 
center the last two years, seems to have a lock 
оп the starting job this year. LT, Kurt Brechbill 
(Jr. 6-2, 253), Ed Gallagher (Jr., 6-5, 247) and 
Bob Gruber (Jr., 6-5, 247), moved from the 
defensive line, will be involved in a hot battle 
for the starting job at Fall camp. Ditto for 
Scott Hartman (Јг., 6-2, 235) and Dan Fidler 
(Jr., 6-1, 241) at LG. Valuable depth will be 
provided by C Rocky DeStefano (Jr., 6-3, 235), 
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RG Bert Bertagna (So., 6-4, 245), RG Bob 
Fincher (Jr., 6-4, 243), RT Mike Gazda (So., 
6-7, 283) and a host of newcomers. 


Backs 


Once again, the quarterback and running 
back slots will go a long way in determining the 
success of the 1978 Panthers. Matt Cavanaugh 
and Elliott Walker have to be replaced. Rick 
Trocano (So., 6-1, 195) and Lindsay Delaney 
(So., 6-0, 185) were the top two candidates 
after Spring ball to replace Cavanaugh. 
Cavanaugh was probably the best OB in Pitt 
history so the order is a tall one here. Trocano 
did lead Pitt to three wins, in Cavanaugh's 
absence, last year and Delaney did well also in 
throwing two TD passes. Sherrill says that three 
people are in the running for the job so that 
would seem to indicate further competition 
from the recruiting ranks. In Walker, the 
Panthers have to replace a topflight back for 
the second consecutive year. Fred Jacobs (Jr., 
5-9, 175) gained 672 yards last year as Walker's 
running mate and pressing him will be Steve 
Harris (Jr., 6-1, 200). At Walker's old spot, Ray 
"Rooster" Jones (So. 5-10, 173) won the 
battle in the Spring, but Larry Sims (Jr., 5-10, 
175) will vie for the spot. Sherrill has indicated 
the running spots are wide open and the 
Panthers will bring in a fine recruiting crop at 
the position, 


Defensive Line 


Despite the loss of Randy Holloway, the 
Panthers appear to be solid on the defensive 
front. Hugh Green (So., 6-2, 215) emerged last 
year as an outstanding performer at right end. 
Green made All-America as a freshman and was 
regarded as one of the nation's outstanding 
freshman performers. Dave DiCiccio (Sr., 6-0, 
205) teamed with Green at left end and with 
those two athletes the Panthers are as solid as 
they are anywhere on the team. Ricky Jackson 
(5о., 6-3, 205), Steve Fedell (So., 6-2, 225) and 
Mike Lenosky (Sr., 6-2, 205) will see back-up 
duty at the ends and give the Panthers excellent 
depth there. Greg Meisner (So., 6-2, 225), who 
had a fine freshman season at DE last year, has 
been moved to left tackle — the slot vacated by 
the graduated Holloway. Meisner put on 20 
pounds during the off-season and the coaches 
are confident he can do the job. After Spring 
ball, Skip Sylvester (So., 6-5, 235) was listed 
behind Meisner. Bill Neill (So., 6-4, 245), 
another of last year's fine freshmen, seems 
ready to inherit the right tackle spot. Neill also 
added 20 pounds during the off-season. David 
Bucklew (Jr., 6-3, 225) is slated to see action 
behind Neill. The most interesting fight on the 
defensive front is taking place at MG. Dave 
Logan (Sr. 6-1%, 240) and Jerry Boyarsky 
(So., 6-3, 250) are hooked up in a real battle 
for the starting job. Logan started out last 
season as the starter and won the defensive 
player-of-the-game award against Notre Dame 
before ankle injuries forced Boyarsky into 
action during the season. Boyarsky performed 
admirably in the several games he started. Both 
will see plenty of action, though, as one of 
them could be moved to tackle 


Linebackers 


The Panthers are set here. Al Chesley (Sr., 
6-3, 225) and Jeff Pelusi (Jr., 6-0, 225) were 
both starters last year and are back. In addition 
the Panthers have good depth returning at line- 
backer in Mark Reichard (So., 6-1, 220) and 
Desmond Robinson (Sr., 6-0, 220). Reichard is 
а good prospect while Robinson has proven 
himself over the last three years. 


Defensive Backs 


Sherrill has а rebuilding job to do here with 
the graduation of safety Jury and cornerbacks 
J. C. Wilson and LeRoy Felder. However, the 
returning personnel seem capable. Jeff Delaney 
(Sr., 6-1, 190) returns. He's been a starter for 
three years and is a pre-season candidate for 
post-season honors. Carlton Williamson (So., 
6-2, 185) saw valuable back-up duty behind 
Delaney last year and is expected to provide the 
same again in 1978, Mike Balzer (Sr., 6-1, 187) 
seems ready to inherit Jury's post. Balzer, a

Kicking Game 


This should be a strong area for the 1978 
Panthers. Gordon Jones and Jo Jo Heath are 
both back to return punts. Jones ranked 9th in 
the country with 275 yards on 23 returns for a 
12.0 average. Heath ranked 12th in the country 
with 220 yards on 19 returns for an 11.6 
average. Joe Gasparovic (So., 6-3, 210) will 
return to do the punting after a successful 


freshman year. Gasparovic averaged 40.9 yards 
per on 50 punts. Dave Trout (So., 5-8, 265) 
proved to be a very effective weapon on kick- 
offs, not allowing a return on 28 of 74 kickoffs. 
Of the 46 returned, 26 remained inside the 
20-yard line, 20 between the 20-30 yard line 
and only three outside the 30-yard line. The 
longest return was to the 34 yard line. In addi- 
tion, Trout kicked 12 of 13 extra points and 
two of eight field goals — both inside the 40 
yard line. Mark Schubert (Jr., 6-0, 200) scored 
65 points, on 41 of 43 extra points and 8-10 
field goals.

Pittsburgh, Pa. — In the opening game of the year in front of a national television audience the 
Panthers zipped to a 7-0 lead before All-America quarterback Matt Cavanaugh suffered a broken left 
wrist in the first quarter. From then on it was the heroics of the Pitt defense that highlighted the 
afternoon. After the defense added a safety on a blocked punt to raise the score to 9-0, the Pitt 
offense gave up the ball in its own territory (5 fumbles) and the defense was there to hurl the Irish 
back. It wasn’t until the fourth period that Notre Dame broke a 9-9 tie to take the final 19-9 verdict. 
The Panthers were held to 69 net total yards. On the play that snapped Cavanaugh's wrist and Pitt's 
chances for another National Championship he completed a 12-yard TD pass to Gordon Jones. 
Leading Pitt in one of the greatest defensive showings in recent memory were junior linebacker Al 
Chesley (15 tackles), All-America tackle Randy Holloway (12 tackles) and middle guard Dave Logan 
(ABC's Defensive Player-of-the Game). Said Notre Dame coach Dan Devine, “That performance by the 
Pitt defense was one of the best I've ever seen.

— The Panthers completely dammed up the Green Wave, 48-0, in a game highlighted by 
Pitt record performances. Quarterback Matt Cavanaugh, who only played the first half after directing 
the Panthers to a 34-0 lead, tied Dave Havern (1968-70) with 21 career touchdown passes when he 
connected with Gordon Jones for his second TD pass of the day. Coincidentally, Cavanaugh's first 
touchdown pass of the day also went to Jones — and the catch became Gordon's 15th career touch- 
down reception, breaking the record set by Joe Walton (1954-56). And, when Bob Jury stole the first 
of his two interceptions during the day, it marked his 15th career interception — one more than Carl 
DePasqua's (1946-49) previous record of 14.

Morgantown, W. Va. — The Panthers climbed all over the Mountaineers, 44-3, before an overflow 
crowd at Morgantown. The Mountaineers’ 3-0 lead was short4ived as was their hope of an upset, as 
powerful Pitt scored the game's last 44 points. The Panthers’ displayed a versatile attack — 234 yards 
rushing and 217 yards passing — while the Cat defense which collected five turnovers, completely 
throttled WVU's offense — limiting their opponent to 174 total yards. Also, WVU's heralded Robert 
"The Great" Alexander could only "conquer" 36 yards of land rushing against the superior Pitt 
defense, In fact, Panther penalties served as the Mountaineers’ most productive weapon. Before leaving 
the game because of injury, West Virginia quarterback Dan Kendra, who earlier in the contest broke 
the WVU career yardage record, was limited to 49 yards passing and was intercepted twice. Matt 
Cavanaugh, whose first touchdown pass of the game to Gordon Jones broke the Pitt career touchdown 
passing record, completed 16 of 29 passes — seven of which went to tightend Steve Gaustad.

The 1978 Spring Game 


The 2nd Annual Pitt Alumni-Varsity Spring 
Football Game provided fans with an exciting 
preview to the 1978 season as well as bringing 
the preparatory Spring work to a climax. 


Under the format of the Alumni-Varsity 
game, which Sherrill re-introduced to Pitt two 
years ago, the Pitt Varsity squared off against a 
team of over 80 past Pitt players. The results, 
bald heads and pot bellies aside, proved to be 
quite interesting.

The Alumni took the lead in the third 
quarter when Tony Esposito, the tenth leading 
rusher in Pitt history, dove for one yard for the 
quarter's only score. The extra point was 
blocked and the Alumni were up 21-17 


In the fourth quarter, Rick Trocano, who 
had been injured most of the Spring, put on a 
gutty display to bring the Varsity back. With 
both his passing and running, Trocano set up 
his one-yard plunge which put the Varsity on 
top 24-21 after Schubert's conversion. He then 
led the team downfield again to set up Jacobs' 
score.

Medical Care for University Athletes 


The Pitt Panthers receive superior 
medical care provided by the University’s 
Division of Sports Medicine, which is 
directed by Dr. James H. McMaster. Dr. 
McMaster is also an associate professor of 
orthopaedic surgery at the University and 
director of the department of ortho- 
paedic surgery at Allegheny General 
Hospital. 

Working closely with him are three 
other orthopaedic surgeons: Drs. Hey- 
wood Haser, Pierce Scranton and Joseph 
Imbriglia. In addition to these team 
physicians, more than a dozen consult- 
ants from various departments of the 
medical school provide comprehensive 
medical coverage to the Panthers as well 
as the more than 600 other varsity 
athletes and students in the huge intra- 
mural and recreational programs. 

In addition to its physicians, the 
Division of Sports Medicine boasts a 
highly qualified staff of certified trainers. 

Kip Smith is the head football trainer, 
assisted by Francis Feld. Margaret 
Wendling is head trainer in charge of 
women’s sports. 

The most recent addition to the staff 
is Charles Weinmann who is the coor- 
dinator of all athletic training activities. 

Over the past seven years the Division 
of Sports Medicine-has sponsored a daily 
sports medicine clinic open to all high 
schools and colleges in the tri-state area. 
The success of this clinic has been so 
great that it has been relocated to the 


third floor of Falk Clinic in order to 
accommodate the rapidly increasing 
number of patients desiring appointments 
as well as the expanded staff required to 
provide this necessary service. 

Clinics are held Monday through 
Thursday from 4-6 PM and Friday from 
8-10 AM. On Saturday, clinics run from 
9-11 AM September through December. 
Appointments can be scheduled by call- 
ing 624-5042. 

In addition to Drs. McMaster, Haser, 
Scranton or Imbriglia, the clinics are 
attended by orthopaedic, pediatric and 
family practice residents and athletic 
trainers. 

An additional responsibility of the 
athletic trainers at Pitt is teaching the 
Athletic Training and Sports Medicine 
curriculum. A total of 20 undergraduate 
credits can be obtained in this field, 

This program is one of a few in the 
country open to both education and 
physical therapy majors. It is also one of 
three most expanded programs in the 
country and one of two directly 
connected with a school of medicine. 

Dr. McMaster and his staff have con- 
ducted a highly successful Sports 
Medicine Symposium for coaches, 
physicians, athletic trainers and nurses. 
The symposium is held annually at the 
University and covers a wide range of 
sports medicine topics. Speakers for this 
symposium are chosen for their expertise 
in the area of athletic medicine.

Panthers On TV 


Pitt is tentatively scheduled for one national appearance on the ABC-NCAA 1978 television series 
(Notre Dame) and one regional telecast (North Carolina). 

In the last four years, the Panthers have appeared on national TV seven times and on regional 
telecasts twice. Those figures don't include the four Bowl games that were nationally televised since 
1973. Also during this time, WTAE-TV, the local ABC affiliate and official Pitt station, did a special 
local telecast of the 1974 Florida State game and is planning to telecast this year's season opening 
clash from Tulane. 


How's This For Scheduling? 


Pitt has always rightfully prided itself on its demanding schedule, but the Panthers might be 
overdoing it a bit. Since 1973 Pitt has played the National Champion, or been the national champion, 
each year. Pitt played Notre Dame in 1973 (AP), Southern Cal (UPI) in 1974, Oklahoma (unaminous) 
in 1975, the Panthers were the national champs in 1976 (unanimous) and played Notre Dame 
(unanimous) in 1977. Not many teams have ever been able to make that statement.

Pitt Stadium-Home of the Panthers 


Not until 1925 did Pitt football teams have a home to call their own. 

Prior to that, Pitt teams played football at Forbes Field, old home of the Pittsburgh Pirates, from 
1909-1924. The newly-completed Forbes Quadrangle (which houses several departments and class- 
rooms), bordered by Roberto Clemente Drive, now stands on the old Forbes Field site. 

From 1890 to 1908, the Pirates played at a variety of ballparks, but mostly old Exposition Park on 
the North Side, in the general vicinity where Three Rivers Stadium is now located. 

In 1925 Pitt Stadium was dedicated and the football teams have called it home. With a present 
seating capacity of 56,500, Pitt Stadium is generally considered one of the finest spectator-viewing 
stadiums in the East. Every seat in the oval-shaped structure is a good one for football. 

The Stadium structure has basically remained the same over the years, but many adjustments have 
been made which make it one of the truly complete complexes around 

The interior of the 53-year-old bowl is painted bright blue and gold, contrasting with the dark 
green Astro-Turf playing surface and the red-brick colored 440-yard all-weather Tartan track. The 
Stadium sports а new Astro-Turf surface, installed in the summer of 1977. The original Astro-Turf 
surface was put in in 1969. Over the past four years, 14 sections of gold aluminum seating have been 
installed. 

The Stadium became a more efficient and more attractive edifice since last season. First, a new 
coaching office complex was built. The two-floor office, reception, conference room and workout area 
now houses the entire football staff. 

In addition, work is presently being completed at Gate 3 for new Ticket Office headquarters. These 
ез will be ready for occupancy in the Fall. 

More offices are planned for the Stadium for the future. 

Vast improvement was also made on the seating during the off-season. A comprehensive two-year 
program, to completely refurbish the seating, was implemented. Half of the Stadium will be completed 
for the current football season. The old seats were removed, the concrete was touched up and sealed 
and new aluminum seats were added. This will add greatly to fan comfort. The other half of the 
Stadium will be refurbished next year. 

Opened in 1925 at a cost of $2,125,000, the Stadium originally seated 67,000. Various seats were 
removed to provide better access. The present capacity is 56,500. The Stadium plant itself 
encompasses 10 acres with an outer circumference of one-half mile. The Stadium also houses the band, 
the track team and a general reception area. 

The first game at the Stadium was played in 1925 when Pitt defeated Washington & Lee 28-0. 
During the next four seasons, the Panthers played 30 of their 34 games there. The single game 
attendance record was set in 1938, when 68,918 fans jammed every corner of the Stadium to see Pitt 
top Fordham 24-13. The single season attendance record was set in 1977 when 287,867 people 
watched the Panthers in six games. The average game attendance of 47,978 was also set last year.

Pitt has always been extremely proud of the record its athletes have attained following 
graduation. The achievement of Pitt graduates in public life speaks for itself. 

Over the last six years, for instance, Pitt football players have graduated at a rate of 
over 80%. Overall, the graduation rate of its athletes compares favorably to the 
University's completion rates for all its students. The national average over that same six 
years has been 60% for students across the country. 

And last year, while the Panther football team was going 9-2-1 on the football field 
and winning the Gator Bowl Championship along with its 7th and 8th ranking in the 
polls, 17 of 21 football seniors (81%) graduated.

Eighty-Eight Years of Panthers 


Pitt football got off to а humble beginning 
back in 1890. Only three games were played 
that year and the record read a modest 1-2. 

A winning record wasn’t recorded until 
1900, a decade later, and from then on, things 
began steamrolling for the Panthers. 

In 1904, the Panthers, led by Joe Thompson 
of World War | fame, registered an undefeated 
10-0 record, the School's first spotless mark. 
Thompson took over as coach after graduation 
and in 1910 the team produced an undefeated 
(9-0), untied, and unscored upon season. Under 
Joe Duff, brother of the former U. S. Senator, 
the Panthers lost only once in 1914 and set the 
stage for the legendary Glenn Scobey ‘Pop’ 
Warner in 1915. 

Under Warner, the Panthers were 59-11-4 
from 1915 to 1923. During this time the 
Panthers put together some formidable winning 
streaks. Warner's teams won their first 31 
consecutive games, until W & J beat Pitt 13-10 
in 1919. Counting the last two wins in 1914, 
the Panthers undefeated streak lasted 33 games. 

In 1916, the Pitt team came up with an 
innovation for which millions of football fans 
have since given thanks. In addition to being 
undefeated, the Panthers were the first team to 
wear uniform numbers. 

During Warner's tenure, Pitt's first All- 
America appeared. Bob Peck reached that 
status in 1915 and in 1916 he became a 
two-time All-America and was rated one of the 
great all-time performers at center. Halfback 
Tom Davies and tackle Leonard Hilty (both 
1918) were two other stars of that era. 

Famous then, and more famous later, were a 
big Scotch guard/end and 1917 team captain, 
Jock Sutherland; Dr. Н. С. Carlson, who went 
оп to coach basketball at Pitt for 31 years; and 
Tiny Thornhill, who went to coach Stanford's 
Rose Bowl teams. 

Following Warner, Sutherland began a 15 
year regime in 1924. It began slowly, but ended 
with the Panthers enscounced among the 
mighty. 

Sutherland recorded an incredible 
111-20-12 record, including National 
Championships in 1929, 1931, 1934, 1936, and 
1937. Coupled with Warner's three National 
Championships (1915, 1916, and' 1918), the 
Panthers had won eight National Titles in 47 
years. Pitt didn't add another title until 1976, 
to give the School a total of nine and place 
them 5th among all schools in NCAA history. 
These feat deeply entrenches the Panthers as a 
truly great all-time college power. Sutherland's 
tenure also included four Rose Bowl trips, 
winning the 1937 game over Washington. 

As should be expected with this kind of 
winning football, many performers won indi- 
vidual All-America acclamation: Ralph Chase, 
tackle, 1925; Gibby Welch, halfback, 1927; 
Mike Betto, tackle, 1928; Ray Montgomery, 
guard, and Joe Donchess, end, 1929; Jess 
Quatse, tackle, 1931; Warren Heller, halfback, 
1932; Joe Skladany, end, 1933; Doc Hartwig, 
guard, and George Shotwell, center, 1934; 
Averell Daniell, tackle, 1935; Marshall Gold- 
berg, halfback, and Tony Matisi, tackle, 1937;

and Goldberg and Bill Daddio, end, in 1938 all 
received All-America recognition during this 
period. 

Sutherland left in 1938 and with his de- 
parture the Pitt program didn't have another 
winning season for a decade. Of course, during 
that time World War I! took a bite out of 
everyone's program. After the War, however, it 
didn’t take the Panthers long to get back in the 
winning swing of things. Mike Milligan turned 
in a winning record, the first in ten years, in 
1948 and again in 1949. Milligan resigned in 
1950 and he was replaced by Len Casanova 
who also departed the following summer. In 
1951 Athletic Director Tom Hamilton took 
Over as head coach until Lowell Dawson took 
over in 1952. Ill health caused Dawson to step 
down in 1954 where Tom Hamilton took over 
‘once again for the remainder of the season. 
Hamilton handed the job to John Michelson in 
1955. Hamilton and Michelson steered the team 
toward a winning direction. The 1955 season 
brought a 7-3 record and a Sugar Bowl invita- 
tion (the Panthers dropped a close 7-0 game to 
Georgia Tech). The Gator Bowl followed in 
1956 after a 7-2-1 season, but the Panthers lost 
another close decision (21-14) to Georgia Tech. 

Things slowed down a bit and the Panthers 
hovered around the .500 mark until 1962. 

During this stretch in history, numerous 
other Pitt Panthers attained All-America status. 
Ralph Fife, 1941; Bernie Barkouskie, 1949; Joe 
Schmidt, 1952, all were touted as guards. 
Eldred Kraemer, tackle, 1952; Joe Walton, end, 
1956; John Guzik, guard, 1958; and Mike Ditka 
at end in 1960 were also All-Americas. 

Then came 1963. The Panthers finished 
with a 9-1 record and were ranked third in the 
country. Paul Martha and Ernie Borghetti won 
first team All-America rating during this 
memorable year. 

After losing seasons in 1964 and 1965, 
Michelosen was replaced by Dave Hart in 1966. 
Hart undertook an extensive recruiting 
ign and quickly gained the reputation as 
One of the finest recruiters in Pitt history. 
Unfortunately, the squads didn't perform well 
оп the field, and he resigned after three years 
and a 3-27 record. 

He was replaced in 1969 by former Pitt 
player and assistant coach, Carl DePasqua. In 
four years, DePasqua brought the Panthers 
respectability but was unable to establish a 
winner. He was released after a 1-10 record in 
1972, giving him an overall mark of 13-29. 

The losing trend caused the University to 
take a close look at its football program and a 
number of improvements were instituted. One 
of the country's brightest young football 
coaches, Johnny Majors, was hired and the 
program took an immediate upturn. In his first 
season, Majors took Pitt to its first winning 
season in ten years (6-4-1) and its first Bowl 
appearance (Fiesta Bowl) in 17 seasons. Majors 
improved that mark to 7-4 and a second place 
ranking in the East in his second year. Gary 
Burley, middle guard, won first-team All- 
America touting. In 1975 Pitt finished 8-4, 
went to the Sun Bowl, and was nationally 


ranked 13th by UPI. 

This three-year growth served to set the 
stage for the 1976: season. The Panthers 
completed perhaps one of the most dramatic 
turnarounds in college football history in 1976 
— from 1-10 in 1972 to 12-0 and a National 
Championship in 1976. Tony Dorsett won the 
Heisman Trophy and first team All-America 
selection for the third year. Middle guard Al 
Romano won honors for the first time. Other 
Panthers (Jim Corbett, tight end; Tom Brzoza, 
guard, Jimbo Cramer, linebacker; Bob Jury, 
safety; and Carson Long, kicker) made second 
and third team All-America in 1976, Majors was 
named Coach-of-the-Year for the second time 
(1973) and the Panthers received just about 
every trophy available designating Eastern and 
National supremacy. Not since 1937 had the 
Panthers been able to call themselves 
Unanimous National Champion. 

After Pitt's 27-3 win in the Sugar Bowl, 
Jackie Sherrill replaced Majors as coach. Majors 


opted to return to his alma mater, Tennessee. 
Sherrill, who was a Majors assistant at Pitt for 
three years and was instrumental as an architect 
in the Pitt rebuilding job, left after the 1975 
season to coach Washington State for a year 
(38) and readily returned to Pitt when the 
offer was made. He found himself in the strange 
role of inheriting a team coming off the 
National Championship. 

But, in а pressure-packed atmosphere, Sherrill 
came through. He sustained the lofty heights 
that the Pitt program had reached. The Panthers 
were ranked 7th and 8th on the polls, registered 
а 9-2-1 record, and beat Clemson 34-3 to cop 
the Gator Bowl Championship. The Panthers had 
four first-team All-Americas (Randy Holloway, 
Matt Cavanaugh, Bob Jury and Tom Brozoa), 
which was the-most by any team in the country. 

In addition, eight Pitt gridders were chosen 
in the NFL draft — tied with Notre Dame for the 
highest number of any college team.

Pitt Hall of Fame Awardees 


Thus far the University of Pittsburgh has had nine players, one coach and one player-coach elected 
to the National Hall of Fame. Jock Sutherland, a great guard from 1914 through 1917, and Pitt's 
brilliantly successful coach from 1924 through 1938; was elected in 1953 being among the first 


coaches named. 


In 1954 Bob Peck, Pitt's first All-American (center in 1915 and 1916), was elected as the first Pitt 


player to have his name placed on the honor roll. 


In 1958, Marshall Goldberg, an All-American halfback in 1937 and an All-American fullback in 


1938, was elected. 


In 1965, George McLaren, an All-America fullback in 1917 and 1918, was elected. 

In 1967, Herb Stein, an All-America center in 1921, was elected. 

In 1970, Tom Davies, an All-America halfback in 1918 and 1920, was elected. 

In 1971, Joe Thompson, outstanding player-coach from 1904-1912, was elected. 

In 1973, Hube Wagner, brilliant end and running back from 1910-1913, and Herb McCracken, back 


and lineman from 1918-20, were elected. 


In 1975, Averell Daniell, All-America tackle in’ 1936, and Joe Skladany, All-America end in 1932 


and 1933, were elected. 


Jock Sutherland 

Dr. John Bain (Jock) Sutherland was a great 
player and coach at Pitt. 

Entering Pitt within a few years after he left 
his native Scotland he was a regular guard on 
the great Pitt teams of 1914-1917, teams that 
lost but one game during the entire period. 

Upon graduation, with a dental degree in 
1918, he went into the service, coached the 
Camp Greenleaf Team with the AEF, then 
came back to the coaching job at Lafayette. 
Four years later, in 1924, he replaced Pop 
Warner at Pitt, and after getting the foundation 
laid, put the Panthers back into the first line 
again. 

There were national titles in 1927, 1929, 
1936 and 1937; Eastern honors in 1925, 1927, 
1929, 1931, 1932, 1934, 1936, and 1937. Rose 
Bow! appearances in 1928, 1930 and 1933, 
climaxed with a win in 1937. All-Americans 
were turned out with regularity during this 
period, 

Leaving Pitt in 1939, he coached Brooklyn 
in 1940 and 1941, then went into the Navy. 
Upon his return he took over the Pittsburgh 
Steelers, giving them their greatest days until 
recent ‘history. He died suddenly in the Spring 
of 1948. 


Bob Peck 


Bob Peck was Pitt's initial first team All- 
America, being selected by Walter Camp in 
1915 and 1916. In both of these years Pitt was 
undefeated, and in his sophomore year, 1914, 
the Panthers lost only one game. 

He was captain of the 1916 Pitt team that is 
rated among the greatest of all time, both at 
Pitt and in the nation. Playing under Pop 
Warner, Pitt's coach during his last two years, 
he was a terrific roving center of the old 
Variety, and an accurate passing center who 
could lead the speedy Pitt backs on the famous 
single and double wing attack which Warner 
was then perfecting. 

After his graduation he moved to Culver 
Military Academy where he was athletic 
director and head coach until his sudden death 
in 1934. 
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Marshall Goldberg 


Marshall Goldberg came to Pitt from Elkins, 
West Virginia, and for the three years of his 
varsity career was the most highly publicized 
and popular back in Pitt history until Tony 
Dorsett came along. 

These three years, coincidental with Jock 
Sutherland's last three as Pitt's head coach, saw 
the Panthers win a national title, a Rose Bowl 
game, and two eastern championships. 

In two years as the regular left halfback 
Goldberg was the leading scorer and leading 
ground gainer, and then, moving to fullback 
with the famous Dream Backfield of 1938, he 
became a terrific blocker and power back, 
despite his relative lack of weight (185), He was 
a defensive expert during his three years and 
starred at this phase when he went into pro 
bali. 

On campus he was a member of Phi Epsilon 
Pi, national social fraternity, and ODK, national 
honorary leadership society. 

Upon graduation he played pro ball and was 
in the insurance business in Chicago, served 
nearly four years as a line officer in the Navy, 
and then finished his pro career with the 
Chicago Cardinals when they won their first 
title, He is president of the Goldberg- 
Emmerman Corp. in Elk Grove Village, III. 


George McLaren 


George McLaren, who came to Pitt from 
Peabody High School, is considered the greatest 
fullback in the school's history. 

He played four years, 1915-1918, and 
during this peridd, the Panthers compiled a 
29-0 record. McLaren was captain of the 1918 
team. McLaren scored 13 touchdowns in 1917 
and also holds the one-season rushing mark by a 
Pitt fullback with 782 yards. He also holds the 
longest run from scrimmage, 92 yards in 1917. 
He was never stopped without making a gain 
during his intercollegiate career. 

McLaren also was a member of the basket- 
ball team for two years and a performer on the 
track squad for two campaigns. He was elected 
a Varsity Letterman of Distinction. 

McLaren resided in the Baltimore area 
before his death in 1965. 


Herb Stein 

Herb Stein came to Pitt from Warren, Ohio, 
and for four years was one of the greatest 
offensive and defensive centers in Panther 
history. 

A member of the great "Pop" Warner teams 
in 1918-21, he was named as a first-team 
All-American in 1921. During his four years, 
Pitt won 21, lost five and tied four. His brother, 
Russ, was also an All-American tackle at 
Washington & Jefferson. 

Now a highly successful business executive, 
Stein owns and operates nine corporations. He 
resides in Cleveland. 


Tom Davies 

A two-time All-American halfback, Tom 
Davies ranks as one of Pitt's greatest backs. 
After prepping at Kiski, Davies entered Pitt in 
1918 and was named on the last Walter Camp's 
All-America team as a freshman under Glenn 
Scobie (Pop) Warner. Davies was a regular for 
four seasons and was again named All-America 
in 1920. He holds three Pitt punt return records 
and ranks second in the all-time total yards 
gained department with 3,931 yards. 

Following graduation from Pitt, Tom spent 
25 years as a coach at Penn, Geneva, Allegheny, 
Rochester, Kiski, Scranton and Western 
Reserve. 

Davies died three years ago. 


Joe Thompson 

The late Joe Thompson, outstanding 
player-coach at Pitt from 1904-1912, was 
elected to the Hall of Fame in 1971. A native 
of Beaver Falls, Pa., Thompson came to Pitt in 
1904 (after attending Geneva) and led the 
Panthers to their first undefeated season. In 
compiling a 10-0 record, Pitt gave up only five 
points to opponents. He captained the team in 
1905 and in his three years the Panthers 
achieved an excellent 26-6 mark. 

After taking over the coaching chores in 
1908, Thompson compiled a four-year record 
of 30-14-2. His 1910 team was not only 
undefeated (9-0) but also unscored upon. 


Hube Wagner 

Hube Wagner came to Pitt from Monaca 
High School in 1910 and immediately became a 
member of the great Panther team which went 
undefeated, untied and unscored upon. While 
primarily an end, he filled in at every other 
Position except quarterback because of his 
great versatility. 

When old timers talk of all-time Pitt greats 
Wagner: name always comes early the 
conversations. Competing against such op- 
ponents as Notre Dame, Penn State, the famous 
Carlisle Indians, Navy, Cornell, West Virgini: 
Bucknell, etc., he was sensational because of 
wild tackling and his powerful ball carrying. He 
never, however, made the Walter Camp All- 
America team because that famous selector did 
not see Pitt play until 1915. 

Since graduation, he has become an out- 
standing surgeon and for 12 years was a 


member of the University Board of Trustees. 
He was also elected a Varsity Letterman of 
Distinction. 


Herb McCracken 


Herb McCracken, a native of Sewickley, was 
one of the most versatile and also one of the 
lightest football players in Pitt history. He 
made up in football instinct and desire for any 
lack of size, and those same attributes made 
him a successful coach. 

He was a varsity player under Pop Warner 
from 1918-20, participating at halfback, full- 
back, guard, end and center. He also played 
three years of basketball, captaining the team 
his senior year. 

He went on to achieve outstanding coaching 
records at Allegheny College and Lafayette. 
Herb left coaching in 1935 to co-found Scholas- 
tic Magazine, Inc. He has served as a trustee of 
both Pitt and Lafayette. He is a Varsity 
Letterman of Distinction. 


Ave Daniell 


Averell Daniell, a member of the football 
team from 1934-36, captained the 1936 Pitt 
Rose Bowl championship team and was a 
consensus All-America standout on the line that 
was regarded as the best forward wall in Pitt 
history. 

He then went on to play professionally with 
the Green Bay Packers. Following that he was a 
line coach at Dartmouth and at West Point 
before entering the Navy in WWII. 

Following the War, he entered business and 
worked his way up to Chairman and Chief 
Executive Officer of the Alloy Manufacturing 
Company, a supplier to the Navy’s nuclear 
Propulsion program. That company later 
merged with lonics, Inc., and Daniell now 
serves as its President. 

A graduate of Mt. Lebanon High School, 
Ave majored in business administration at Pitt. 
He has been very active in the recent resurgence 
of Pitt athletics, and served as President of the 
Pitt Golden Panthers in 1974. 


Joe Skladany 

Joe Skladany was credited with helping 
Jock Sutherland build a great winning tradition 
at Pitt and earned first team All-América 
1933 and 1934. He played both 
and defensive епа. 

At 205 pounds, Skladany played the strong 
side on the Panthers’ unbalanced offensive line 
and anchored the defensive line from his 
defensive end position. With Joe leading the 
way, the 1933 defense allowed a mere two 
touchdowns en route to an 8-1 record. During 
his stay at Pitt, the Panthers posted a 24-3-2 
record. 

Skladany was elected to the Pioneer Di 
sion of the Hall of Fame, the section reserved 
for athletes who starred before 1934. 

Following his college career, Skladany went 
on to become principal owner of the Pittsburgh 
Paperback Corporation. Prior to his death three 
years ago, Joe was quite active in Pittsburgh's 
community affairs.

Pitt Ranks 5th in National Championships 


Elusive. Cantankerous. Agonizing. Dreadful. Wonderful. These are all adjectives used to describe 
that holiest of grails in college football — the search for No. 1. 

To settle countless arguments Sports Illustrated in 1970 researched the first and only complete and 
wholly accurate list ever compiled of college football’s mythical national champions. Every recognized 
authority that ever presumed to name a No. 1 is included. They include Parke H. Davis Ratings 
(1889-1935), the Helms Athletic Foundation (1889-1970), the Dickinson System (1924-1940), the 
Illustrated Football Annual (1924-1941), The Football Thesaurus (1927-1958), the Dunkel System 
(1929-1970), the Litkenhous System (1934-1970), the Williamson System (1932-1963), the 
Associated Press (1936-1970), the United Press International (1950-1970), the Football Writers 
Association of America (1954-1970), and the National Football Hall of Fame (1959-1970). 

In all of college football, only 42 different schools have claimed a national championship, and only 
28 have managed to win two national titles. As shown below the University of Pittsburgh is 5th to 
properly rank as one of the nation's all time great football names.
